A LIFE FOR A LIE. 

The Archer avenue fracas between John Gard- | 
ner and W. H. Sidebotham, which resulted in 
the death of the latter, was one of @ class, and 
it is only distinguished from its kind by its fatal 
result. Both men are represented as having 
been reputable and peaceful persons. One was 
a shopkeeper, the other a sign-hanger. 
Their relations had been pleasant enough. 
Gardner went into Sidebotham's hardware store 
Thursday evening last to make a purchase, and 
while there left, or thought he left, a carpen- 
ters’ rule on the counter. He subsequenuy 
returned to get it. Sidebotham was not 
in the store, and his clerk permitted 
Gardner to carry away a rule which he 
claimed as his property. When Sidebotham re- 
turned, and was told of the circumstance, he 
said that the rule which had been taken away did 
not belong to Gardner, and sent his clerk after 
it. Gardner returned himself, and there ensued 
a wordy altercation about the ownership of the 
rule, probably characterized by the rough man- 
ner and language usual in personal disputes 
among the class of people te which both men 
belonged. At last, Gardner called Sidebotham 
% damned liar,” and started to go out of the 


and the fight was of short duration. Sidebotham 
was worsted. At first the results seemed not 
to be serious on either side; Gardner went 
away, and Sidebotham remained at his business 
to the usual hour, then shut up his store, and 
went to bed. It was then that he began to com- 
plain of his head, which was afterwards found 
to be fractured. The wound produced death, 
and the Coroner's jury found that it was inflicted 
by a blow from Gardner’s fist. 
If Sidebotham had not died, the row woul 
never have been heard of outside of the imme- 
diate neighborhood, in which it would have been 
regarded as the most natural thing in the world, 
under the circumstances, and forgotten in a few 
hours. The very customary and usual character 
of the fight is attested by the evidence of the 
policeman, who says that he passed by shortly 
after the knock-down, heard that there was 
only a little fuss, and therefore paid no more at- 
tention to them.” It was one of, perhaps, twen- 
ty fights in Chicago on the same day, and of a 
score that occur every day in the year. That it 
resulted fatally in this case, as similar difficul- 
ties result every now and then, makes 
it a pertinent inquiry whether the quasi 
code of this country, which requires that a man 
shall fight with his fists whenever he is called a 
liar, is not as much a relic of barbarism as the 
code which in some places requires that he shall 
fight with knife or pistol. The only real differ- 
ence between them is that the latter is more apt 
to result fatally. Both are founded upon the 
absurd notion that a man's honor or veracity 
may be vindicated by superior skill in the use 
of a weapon, or by the greater physical strength 
than can be brought to bear in a fisticuff. There 
peemed to be no danger of a fight between Side- 
botham and Gardner until the latter called the 
former “a damned liar.” Then Sidebotham im- 
mediately gave his child to ite mother, and fol- 
lowed Gardner out of the store to strike him, as 
if it were the first duty to himself and family. 
He met his death in doing so. : 
_ The practice of fighting as soon as the lie 
is passed is wholly the outgrowth of custom. 
In Arkansas the use of this epithet was formerly, 
if not now, followed by the whipping out of 
bowie-knives and the slashing open of bowels. 
In California it meant that the two parties td 
the dispute should fire at sight the next time 
they should meet. In Virginia it brought the 
parties face to face at meabured distance with 
pistols in their hands. In Mississippi it called 
for shot-guns, and in Kentucky for rifies,—and 
so on. These practices have been largely 
abated by civilization. But in the North 
the epithet of liar is, as a rule, fol- 
lowed by « blow, and nine men out of ten 
will declare even now that they are obliged to 
strike when they are called liars?

The obligations of the United States to those

fourth degree who may only be able to read 
Dutch, Bohemian, or Hungarian. The policy of 
the United States is to Americanize thé incom- 
ing population, and make them one homogen- | 
eous people, speaking, reading, and think- 
ing in the national language, and, while | 
in no wise repressing the instinctive 
feeling of affection for the land of their | 
forefathers, bringing them at least in the second 
generation to a condition of mind where their 
strongest boast will be, I am an American cit- 
izen.” We have no desire to place any obstacle 
in the way of any person learning German ; on 
the contrary, we have frequently, and do now, 
advise that every person who can do so should 
acquire a thorough knowledgejof that tongue;

instruction of the public schools, except as & 
voluntary study to be followed or not,—to be 
taken up and dropped,—and without any refer- 
ence to the right of the children to instruction | 
in their own tongue.

NORTHERN AND SOUTHERN AGRICULTURE. 
In discussing the effect of the present tariff 
upon agriculture, values and products of the 
whole country in 1860 and 1870 have been com- 
pared, without allowance for the effect of war 
upon the Southern States. The reasons which 
justify this comparison may not at first thought 
our to all readers. ; 
It is very clear, the demand from abroad for 
agricultural products having not relatively de- 
creased since 1860, that, if the people of this 
country continue to consume as much per capita 
of agricultural products as they did be 
fore the war, the aggregate production 
must increase as fast as the population, 
and failure im any State to inerease 
in that ratio the production of any crop must 
cause production of that or some equivalent crop 
in other States to increase in a still greater ra- 
tio. Otherwise, the supply must fell below the 
demand, the price must rise, and if, under this 
stimulus, the deficiency in one quarter cannot 
be compensated by increase in some other quar- 
ter, the permanent increase of price must afford 
to the farmer as large & return for the small as 
for the large crop. Thus, diminished crops of 
cotton and tobacco pay as much tothe grower, 
and to the country in value of exports, as the 
larger crops of 1860. But if no boundary 
of climate or soil limits de- 
ficiency in one quarter must inevitably pro- 
duce increase in some other,—demand for con- 
Hence, comparison of products of former free 
States separately would be essentially unjust, 
and, for fair argument, worthless. If they have 
increased the production of any article, it may 
be the result, not of any general prosperity, not 
of an increased ability of the people to consume, 
but solely of failure in the production of the 
same article in former slave States. This has 
been the case in the production of corn, which has 
decreased 118,000,000 bushels in the former 
slave States, and increased only 41,000,000 bush- 
els in the free States, so that the entire supply 
for conzumption and exportation is still 77,000,- 
000 below the supply in 1860. As the price has 
not advanced, though population has increased, 


study, however, is optional, and, if the study of 
German interfere with the other studies, or if 
the instruction received be not considered an 
equivalent for the time taken for it, it is op- 
tional with the parents to discontinue it. The 
result is that many children begin the study, try 
it awhile, then abandon it. A committee of the 
Board of Education, consisting of Mesars. Hes- 
ing and Richberg, made a report on this subject 
some time ago, in which they lamented the un- 
fruitful character of the German tuition in the 
schools. They say: 

We willingly concede that the German instraction 
as pursued at present in our public schools is not as 
effective as it ought to be ; it does not bear those fruits 
that it ought to, if one considers the amount of time 
that is spent by the teacher, This, under the present 
system, caunot be otherwise, and it is for this reason 
that a change is absolutely necessary. 

Tne remedy proposed is to place the study so 
that it must not be encroached upon by other 
studies ; it must not encroach upon them.” The 
first thing they ask is tohave a Superintendent of 
German Education ; the next point is to confine 
the instruction to children in the fourth and 
higher grades; and, in these four upper 
grades, the study of German must be made 
compulsory ; that is, optionally compulsory, if 
we may use such a term,—that is, if once begun, 
it cannot be stopped, it must be put on an equal 
footing with all other studies. When the exami- 
nations for promotions from grade to grade are 
held, the pupils must pass an examinffion in 
German also,—this éxamination to be con- 
ducted by the Superintendent of German, and 
any failure in this department will be 
considered sufficient ground for not advancing 
the pupil into a higher grade.” This compulsory 
study of German is to continue during the last 
four years of attendance in the District Schools, 
and two years after entrance into the High 
School. 

The children who are in these four upper 
grades of the school have, as regular studies, 
arithmetic up to glgebra, history, geography, 
writing, grammar, music, drawing, and perhaps 
others; if any one of them, male or female, 
with the consent of the parents, offers to take 
German in the list of studies, Mesars. Hesing, 
Richberg, and Prussing propose that it shall not 
be lawful for him or her thereafter to drop 
it for any cause; that, once begun, the 
child must continue the study of German 
for four years, or leave the school; that if at 
any semi-annual examination for promotion a 
child in the fourth grade should show sa profic- 
iency in all the English studies justifying a pro- 
motion, he or she shall not be promoted, but 
must remain in that grade, unless he or she can 
exhibit a corresponding proficiency in Ger- 
man. In other words, any child whose parents 
thoughtlessly or otherwise permit him to study 
German at all, and find afterward that the child 
is not able to go on with it, or that it interferes 
with his English studies, is required 
man is made as obligatory ag arithmetio, 
grammar, history, or geography, and must 
be studied nolens volens. This, we 
insist, is a perversion of the common school sys- 
tem from its legitimate purpose, which isto give 
the children an opportunity to acquire a free ed- 
ucation in the English language, fitting them for 
the ordinary business of life. The study of 
German, as well as of Greek, Latin, French, 
Italian, and Spanish, belongs to a higher grade 
of education than was ever contemplated m the 
common school system of this State, and we 
think the majority of the Board of Education, to 
whom Mr. Prussing alludes, showed a proper 
appreciation of their duty to the public by. 
voting this proposition down. The City 
of Chicago has, with great liberality, 
established a free High School, in which all the 
children passing through the public schools may, 
if they desire it, obtain a higher education, in 
cluding a four years’ study of the German, 
French, Greek, and Latin languages, or such of 
them as they may choose, This, which is no 
part of the common school system, but an addi- 
tion thereto provided by the City of Chicago, is 
offering as great facilities as the Board of Edu- 
cation can now extend, particularly when there 
are probably 20,000 children of school age who | 
cannot get instruction in the public schools in 
any language for the want of room.

crease at production at the North as to cause the 
aggregate production to keep pace with popu- 
lation? If, with this greatly-increased demand 
to supply Southern deficiencies, and with thou- 
wands of migrating farmers and laborers from 
the South competing for the possession of land 
well located, the value of Northern farms hasnot 
so increased as to compensate for loss at the 
South, must it not be for the reason that the 
aggregate consumption has been checked, and 
the cost of transportation and the cost of pro- 
duction increased ? 

Yet the Northern States, separately consid- 
ered, have gained only 9 per cent in product of 
corn and 4 per cent in tobacco, and have lost 22 
per cent in rye, 44 per cent in buckwheat, and 
largely in cheese. Meanwhile, the increase in 
other crops has been great, and yet not as great 
as it was during the preceding decade. If we 
take the crop of wheat for 1869 alone, it is true, 
we find an increase in Northern States of 93 per 
cent, but this was an extraordinary crop, 
$8,000,000 bushels larger than that of 
1870 or that of 1871. The latter shows 
an increase since 1859 of 63,784,098 | 
bushels in all formerly non-slaveholding 
States and Territories, or 51 per cent against 70 


av 


this increase the greater part is due to the de- 
ficiency at the South and the migration of labor. 
So the crop of oats was 26,000,000 larger in 1869 
than in 1871, and shows an increase of 67 per 
cent during the decade in the product of 
Northern States. The large crop of hay in 1869 
was 48 per cent greater than that of 1859 in 
Northern States, but the crop of 1871, 5,000,000 
ons smaller, in the Northern States exceed- 
ed that of 1859 only 3,255,131 tons, or 19 per 
cent,—the increase in the preceding decade 
having been 88 per cent. | : 


comparison of Northern crops, all consideration 
of increased deficiency at the South and increased 
industry at the North, resulting from migration, 
being omitted, would deceive the inquirer, and, 
second, that the comparison of crops for partio- 
ular years is an unreliable test of the general 
prosperity of agriculture. Some estimate of the 
effect of migration may be formed by taking 
the increase of population, which has been only 
113¢ per cent in the Southern and 2834 per cent 
in the Northern, or formerly non-slayehold- 
ing, States. Simply to keep pace with their 


in agriculture should have increased 2836 per 
cent, therefore, without allowance for the sup- | 
ply of deficiency at the South. Now, the num- 
ber of acres in farms at the North has increased 
only 34,134,937, or 21 per cent—less than the in- 
crease of population. The average value of all 
land in Northern farms (reduced to gold) was 
$23 per acre in 1860, and $25 in 1870. There 
has been, therefore, even in the Northern States 
separately considered, no such increase in acre- 
age or value of farms, compared with the in- 
crease in population, as to meet the grestly-in- 
creased demand arising from deficiency in South- 

Yet, im the decade preceding, the increase in 
the number of acres in Northern farms had been 
48 per cent—much larger than the increase of 
population. The increase in value of farms had 
been over 100 per cent, three times as great as 
the increase of population. But one conclusion 
is poasible—that the retarded progress of agri-
